The prisoners, ra nging from wind- 
-or-tied writers and agitators to huge, 
stolid laborers, were again inarched 
handcuffed

Nebek er planned to spray their rank s 
In the courtroom with verbal bombs 
for several hours.

He told the committee that it 
would he ill advised to restrict the 
number of men to be utilized and that 
the size of the army should he in­ 
creased in the discretion of the gov­ 
ernment, as transportation and equip­ 
ment facilities w arrant . 
Secretary Bak er indicated he would 
submit u proposed measure, probably 


as an amendm ent to the draft law, to 
grant the unlimited authorit y ask ed. 
Pnder the existing draft law, as con­ 
strued by Chairman Dent of the mil­ 
itary committee and others, there is 
authority for use of only 1,000,00b 
men under draft. Mr. Dent y est ’relay 
introduced a bill to authorize a draft 
total of 4,000,000 men, which, with 
volunteers already in

maximum st re ngth of 5,000,000 men. 
Secretary Bak er was questioned by 
the comm ittee regarding his views to 
increasing the draft age. He s- id

and Secretary Bak er's idea is that it 
-hall provide only for the num ber 
immediately foreseen. 
Indications are that it will carry 
proxision for equipment, tr ansporta­ 
tion. pay and other expenses of ap­ 
proximately 3.000,000 men a

not of a specific program bur a a fur­ 
therance of a blank et authorit y plan 
involving use of all or part of the 
funds appropriated and supplemental 
appropriations later on as their need 
may become apparent.
